Sam Houston, the character por­ 
trayed by William Farnum, in the 
Photoplay, “The Conquerer,” 
was 
one of the most commanding and 
lovable figures of American histo­ 
ry. He was born in 1793 near Lex­ 
ington, Va. In 1806 his family re­ 
moved to Tennessee. Here Sam be­ 
gan a series of escapades and ad­ 
vent ures which developed him in­ 
to the most fearless 
soldier Am­ 
erica ever produced. 
The ta m e life of a farm er caus­ 
ed Sam to leave home. He took up 
his abode am ong the Cherokee In­ 
dians, being received by them as 
a friend and a brother, whose n at­ 
ural tastes and instincts were their 
own. 
In 1813 war was on 
with E ng­ 
land, and the Creek Indians to the 
south were 
threatening rebellion. 
Sam enlisted. 
“Take this musket and nev­ 
er disgrace it,” said S a m ’s mo­ 
ther 
as 
he 
bade 
her a 
last 
farewell. 
“Remember, I had 
rather all my sons should fill 
an honorable grave than that 
one of them 
should turn 
his 
back to save his life. Go, and 
remember, too, that while the 
door of my cabin 
is open to 
brave men, it is eternally shut 
to all cowards.” 
These words 
carried 
Sam 
all 
through life. Sam ’s first battle was 
against the 
Creeks 
at Tohopeka, 
Ala. Houston, at the extreme right 
of his regiment, dashed forward in 
front of the line as it charged up­ 
on the breastworks, which 
were 
spitting fire at every crevice. With 
a spring and a scramble he gained 
the top of the palisade. As he did 
so a barbed 
arrow 
struck 
him 
deep in the thigh. He sprang down 
and at the head of the rush of men 
who had followed 
drove 
the In­ 
dians back. As the battle paused 
for a moment, Houston called on 
the lieutenant of 
a 
company to 
pull out the arrow*. Twice lie tried 
and failed, it was so deeply imbed­ 
ded in the flesh. Drawing back his 
sword. Houston roared to him to 
try again, and that he would cut 
him down if he failed. 
The third 
time the lieutenant, 
exerting all 
his strength, pulled out the arrow, 
leaving a gaping and jagged wound 
from which the blood gushed in a 
stream. 
General Andrew 
Jackson, com­ 
manding, saw Houston’s plight and 
ordered him to the rear. But Hous­ 
ton made light of the wound, dis­ 
obeyed General 
Jackson’s orders, 
recrossed 
the 
breastworks 
and 
again engaged in the conflict. 
It 
was fought with 
all 
the fury of 
savage desperation. 
It was then 
that Houston received two bullets 
in his shoulder and his upper right 
arm was shattered. 
His musket 
fell from his hand. 
He was help­ 
less. No one 
had 
supported 
the 
charge. 
He drew back out of tin? 
range of fire. 
His bravery drew* 
Jackson’s attention. 
Houston became more and more 
prominent. He was elected to con­ 
gress and later governor. He w'as 
married to Eliza Allen in 1829. His 
wife left him 
after 
three months 
had passed for a reason that has 
never been known. He resigned as 
governor and 
went 
back 
to t h -4 
Cherokees at the time they were 
moving across the Mississippi into 
Indian Territory. This was the be­ 
ginning of events, which led to the 
freedom of Texas. History tells of 
the ill treatm ent of the settlers by 
the Mexican republic 
and of the 
ultimate revolt of the Texans 
to 
escape the 
injustices. 
Houston, 
who had since settled in that terri­ 
tory, became their leader. 
Texas 
became a free 
republic 
and Sam 
Houston its first president. 
All these facts are reenacted in 
“The Conqueror” by William Far­ 
num and a large cast that brings 
the stirring days of early Ameri­ 
can history before you in a most 
perfect and realistic wray.
